General Requirements

Troubleshoot and repair, or replace if necessary, courtroom sound system, evidence display
systems, and video conferencing systems in the Lioyd D George Courthouse and Federal
Building, 333 Las Vegas Boulevard South, Las Vegas Nevada 89101,

Payment of the fixed fee will be made as specified in the schedule; provided that after
payment of 85 percent of the fixed fee, the contracting officer may withhold further payment of
fee until a reserve is set aside in an amount that the contracting officer considers necessary to
protect the judiciary's interest. This reserve will not exceed 15 percent of the total fixed fee or the
Judiciary’s small purchase threshold, whichever is less. The contracting officer will release 75
percent of all fee withholds under this contract after receipt of the certified final indirect cost rate
offer covering the year of physical completion of this contract, provided the contractor has
satisfied all other contract terms and conditions, and is not delinquent in submitting final
vouchers on prior years’ settlements. The contracting officer may release up to 90 percent of the
fee withheld under this contract based on the contractor’s past performance related to the
submission and settlement of final indirect cost rate offers.
